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Why tubeless tires? 


By Lawrence Muir 
















‘e. year, for the first time, most cars are coming from 
the factory with tubeless tires as standard equipment. Con- 
ventional tire and tube combinations are optional. So, 
when you buy a new car—or just a set of tires for your 
present car—you’re going to ask “Why tubeless?” To 
that, the manufacturers say: 

1. They give greater puncture protection. 

2. If there is a puncture, it usually will show up as a 
slow leak rather than a blowout. 

3. There’s no tube to chafe or wear out. 

4. You can repair many of the flats yourself. 

5. Tubeless tires are lighter, run slightly cooler, and 
build up less pressure on long runs. This means less high- 
speed trouble and longer wear. 

6. Since they add less unsprung weight to the car, they 
are somewhat easier riding. 

You'll want proof that tubeless tires are right for you. 
Some of these questions and answers will help you decide: 


Q. Are all makes of tubeless tires alike? 


A. In general, but air retention is gained by a combina- 
tion of an air-impervious liner and /or an integrated car- 
cass construction which makes the body of the tire itself 
more resistant to passage of air. Different brands vary the 
emphasis or dependence on these two approaches. 


Q. Do tubeless tires come in all sizes and grades as 
do conventional tires? 


A. They are available in all popular sizes. But at the 
present, they are offered only in premium and first-line 
grades, not in economy grades. 


Q. When speaking. of tire grades, what is meant 
by a ‘‘first-line”’ tire? 
A. “First-line” is the equivalent of what the tire industry 
calls “‘100-level” quality. They fulfill the requirements of 
all tires used as original equipment on new cars. 
There are so-called “premium” grades—tires with 
extra safety or wear characteristics, and so on. There are 
also grades below the ‘‘100-level.”” These are generally 
known as ‘“‘economy”’ tires. 


Rubber plug. The plugs 
and necessary tools for insert- 
ing them come in repair kits 
sold by tire companies.

It is trimmed to 4% 
inch above tread surface. 
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Q. How do the tubeless and conventional tires 
compare in price? 

A. The price of a tubeless tire is about the same as a com- 
parable tire-and-tube combination. 


Q. Why do tubeless tires have greater puncture 
protection? 

A. They have no stretched inner tube to tear and col- 
lapse when punctured. When a nail enters the tire, the 
inner liner and/or tread-and-cord body tends to cling to 
itso that air loss is usually slow. Air cannot escape through 
the valve stem, since it is sealed. 


Q. How does a person know when he has a nail in 
a tire? 

A. Other than by slow loss of pressure, he may not know 
until he removes the tire and examines it. Tests have 
proved that a nail may stay in for thousands of miles, 
without loss of air or serious damage to the tire. 


Q. Will tubeless tires fit on any rim? 


A. They can be mounted on standard rims, except in the 
case of wire wheels or damaged rims. The rim itself is a 
part of the air container. 


Q. What keeps tubeless tires from leaking at the 


rims? 


A. They are held on by tight-fitting beads molded into 
the tires, plus the pressure of inflation. The beads on some 
makes contain a core of steel wires, are forced against the 
rim flange by the inner air pressure. 


Q. Can tubeless tires be recapped? 

A. Yes, and in the same equipment that is used for ordi- 
nary tires. 

Q. Are tubeless tires punctureproof? 


A. Not necessarily. Some brands are not lined with seal- 
ing compound. Even those with a sealer are subject to 
punctures in such a way that they may leak. 


Q. Can service stations and garages repair tube- 
less tires? 

A. With the increasing popularity of tubeless tires, most 
service stations and garages can now repair them. 

Q. Can you fix them yourself? 


A. Depending on the size of the hole made in the tire, 
yes. Most of the tire companies have brought out repair 
kits, one for professional use and the other for motorists. 
The latter is designed for fixing only small punctures. 


Q. Must you take the tire off the rim? 


A. For small punctures, no. In fact, you can fix small 


punctures while the wheel is still on the car if you can 
locate the leak.

Get the jump 


NOW’S the time to put yourself one-up 


on your neighbors by starting your garden 
indoors. All you need is a sunny window sill, 
You can have plenty of well-started annuals 
for the flower border by the time Mr. Sun 
decides to let you work outside in the garden. 


Here is all the know-how you will need. 


Large seeds. Start the larger 
seeds such as zinnia, touch- 
“me-not, marigold, and others 
in plant bands. 

Sow about three seeds in 
each band, then save only the 
sturdiest plant. 

Handy, cheap plant bands - 
can be cut from milk cartons. 


Sift 34 inch soil over seeds. 
Three parts soil, one each of 
sand and peat is good mix. 

Make handy sieve of hard- 
ware cloth tacked to light 
frame of scrap wood. 

Soak flat by sprinkling un- 
til water runs out bottom. 
Cover flat with plastic and 
set in a warm place. 


Cull out weakest plants when 
seedlings appear. Leave only 
one to a band. 

Water when soil surface 
dries. This job is easy with an 
ordinary clothes sprinkler. 

Young plants can go out- 
doors when sun warms soil. 
Plant them right in the bands, 
and water them well.

A flat stick, such as an ice- 
cream stick, will make a first- 
rate digging tool. 

Separate seedlings careful- 
ly so that tender foliage and 
roots are not damaged. 

Put just one seedling in 
each band, and water well.

Crabgrass has defied everything but Sodar

4, red-hot news for anyone with a lawn. It’s a new 
crabgrass killer that’s swift, sure, and safe for your grass. 

The name of this wonder chemical is Sodar. It is by far 
the best crabgrass control yet tested. And it works so fast you 
can see the effect the day after you spray. 

Sodar’s biggest advantage over the currently available 
crabgrass chemicals is its dependability. Some earlier con- 
trols that did a good killing job had to have precise sunshine 
and humidity to perform well. 

Some of these other controls were harmful to permanent 
grasses, too. It was often necessary to wait so long to reseed 
over patches of killed crabgrass that the turf didn’t have a 
chance to thicken up in time to repel new invasions. 

Not so with Sodar. Its lack of residual effect allows a re- 
seeding two or three days after treatment. Its attack seems 
to be limited to annual grasses and some weeds. The grasses 
Sodar has been used on, with no harmful effects, include 
Kentucky and Merion bluegrass, zoysia, Bermuda, bent- 
grass, fescues, and redtop. 

No Southern grasses, like St. Augustine or Tiflawn, have 
been tested. So caution’s recommended here. Try a little 
Sodar treatment in one corner, then check in four days. Any 
potential damage should show by then. 

Its success with weeds like chickweed, knotgrass, and purs- 
lane would seem to predict great things in store for Sodar as 
a weed killer, as well as a crabgrass fighter. 

It won’t do everything. One thing that it won't kill is crab- 
grass seed. For this reason, manufacturers recommend an 
extra spraying to catch any late seedlings. A lawn free of 
crabgrass for the rest of the growing season should be yours 
after two treatments. 

Sodar is the trade code name for disodium-monomethyl- 
arsonate. Commercially available brands, which will have 
their first nationwide distribution this spring, may carry 
either or both titles under their trade name. The chemical 
dissolves readily and won’t injure spray equipment. 

Present costs per square foot are close to those for other 
crabgrass controls. Sodar has an arsenic base, so can’t be 
considered “harmless.” But there’s nothing to indicate any 
danger if normal care is exercised.

What puts the sweet in sweet corn? 


A highly volatile substance is evidently responsible for 
more of sweet-corn’s sweetness than is sugar. A Uni- 
versity of Minnesota scientist reports precooled sweet 
corn, standing 30 hours, loses only one-third as much 
sugar as uncooled ears. Yet, flavor loss continues, 
even though sugar content remains high. 


Jeafless seedlings bear early tomatoes 


Stripping a tomato seedling of leaves sounds like a sure 
way to ruin it. Even so, I tried this recommendation of 
a Dutch researcher and stripped plants when they had 
three or four leaves, then set them out in my garden. 

As a result, these plants bloomed at 7 weeks, while 
those with leaves hadn’t begun to flower. Leaves grow 
back quickly, and plant matures at lower height than 
normal. Total production is no greater—you have 
just earlier, more profitable fruits. 


Watch for plastic wraps 


You may have a pleasant surprise, this spring, when 
you open up the package of plants you ordered earlier. 

Nurserymen have long used heavy, moist wrappings 
to ensure the safe arrival of plants. But the heavy 
packages add to shipping costs and to cost of plants.

Home buyers or sellers: Two sections of the revised Interna] — 


Revenue Code may save many dollars in federal income taxes 


By Edwin L. Stoll 


New deductions when you sell your home 

to buy another. History of this change 

dates back to 1951. Then, witnesses point- 

ed out to Congress an income-tax injustice 
that had been around since World War II. Because 
of the cheapening of the dollar, families who sold 
their homes and bought again when forced to 
move from city to city were caught in a trap by 
the capital-gains tax law. 

One witness put it this way: “If my old house 
has gone up in value over the original purchase 
price, this increase will be taxed to me as a gain. 
Yet, right off the bat I have to pay a comparable 
price for my new home. It doesn’t make sense. | 
had a home, and now all I have is another home. 

‘Neither home is worth more or less than the 
other. But in changing, I’m stuck with a big tax 
liability.” 

Congress took note. In 1951, the income-tax 
law was amended. No longer did a person have 
to pay federal capital-gains tax on the “profit” 
comparison of his present sale price and his orig- 
inal purchase price. . . if he reinvested this money in 
another home. 

To qualify, the taxpayer must have bought 
this substitute home any time from one year be- 
fore to one year after the sale of his first, and he 
must have occupied it within a year after. In 
case he built a new home, he must have moved 
in within 18 months. 

The new law continues this benefit, but makes 
it more liberal. In arriving at the selling price of 
your first house, you may now subtract two 
items. One is the expense of sale, such as a bro- 
ker’s commission. The other is fixing-up expense 
(papering, painting, etc.) to sell your old house. 
This must be for work done within a 90-day pe- 
riod prior to the sale and paid for 30 days after 
the sale. 

Say you bought a house in 1940 for $10,000 
and sell it today for $15,000. You incur necessary 
selling expenses of $750 and fixing-up costs of 
$250—that’s $1,000 difference. 

You now reinvest your net proceeds of $14,000 
in a second home costing $14,000. As the law 
stood between 1951 and 1954, a fictitious taxable 
gain of $1,000 resulted because the selling price 
of the first home ($15,000) exceeded the cost of 
the second ($14,000) by this amount. 

Now, however, the $1,000 may be deducted, 
putting you in a tax-free status this year. Of 
course, you may someday have a capital-gains 
tax to pay. If you later sell this new house for 
more than $10,000 (which, remember, was the 
cost of your original home), you then must pay 
tax on such excess. 









A more equitable method for deducting 
real-estate taxes. The second important 
revision of the Internal Revenue Code al- 
lows a fairer handling of local real-estate 
taxes in your federal income-tax statement. 

When you bought property under the old law, 
you may have been denied a deduction for local 7 
property taxes that you had actually paid. This ~ 
could happen when the seller had become liable — 
for the tax prior to the date of sale. It made no 
difference how the sales contract between you 
allocated the tax. It made no difference whether © 
you'd paid the entire year’s assessment and the | 
seller had paid nothing. 

The law only recognized a deduction for taxes 
based upon the date when the tax had become a 
lien on the property. If, for example, the tax 
lien was attached to the property before the date 
of its sale, only the seller could deduct the tax. 
You, unfortunately, were allowed no deduction 
on your income-tax statement. 

Now, for any sale of property in 1954 or later, 
taxes must be apportioned between the buyer 
and the seller. 

The share of each will be based upon the num- 
ber of days in the real property-tax year that each 
holds the house. 

This real property-tax year varies from area 
to area. It’s just a fancy way of describing your 
12-month tax period—a phrase, like “fiscal 
year,” that shifts the year’s beginning and end to 
something other than the calendar’s January 1 to” 
December 31. 

Since you must know this period to figure your 
days of ownership, we suggest you call a local tax 7 
official for a definition of the real property-tax — 
year in your area. A lawyer could tell you, too. 

Sharing the deduction between buyer and sell- — 
er works this way: Suppose you bought a house | 
last September 1. And suppose your real proper- 7 
ty-tax year runs from April 1, 1954, to March ~ 
31, 1955. 

In this case, the previous owner held the prop- — 
erty 153 days (counting from April 1 to Septem-~ 
ber 1). Thus, the fraction 153/365 of the real- © 
estate taxes are considered imposed on him— 
and are deductible by him in 1954, the year of 
the sale. 

For you, the share of the year’s real-estate 
taxes is 212/365 (from September 1, 1954, to 
March 31, 1955). And this much is deductible 
by you from your federal income-tax statement 
in 1955, the year you (as the buyer) paid the 
real-estate taxes. Note that very important dif- 
ference of a year in which the buyer and seller or I 
take their deductions.

I. began about 6 miles east of 
Flagstaff, Arizona. We were mak- 
ing our first trip west on U. S. 66, 
and had been seeing the names of 
the Southwest’s enchanted canyons 
and other natural phenomena on 
unpretentious signs everywhere. 
We decided to follow one that di- 
rected us to Sunset Crater. 

Turning north into the San 
Francisco Mountains, we were 
soon traveling under tall pines 
toward the volcano that had blown 
its top about 1,000 years ago. 

Upward we climbed for about 12 
miles, through acres of cinders and 
lava, until we reached the timber 
line of the velvety cone. There we 
found ample room for parking. 
After exploring the crater, we saw 
a sign directing us to Wupatki—an 
Indian ruins. 

If you should take this trip, don’t 
let that Wupatki sign frighten you. 
It says: One-way road to Wupatki— 
drive at your own risk. It’s safe, but 
the main thing is to take it easy. 
Like everything else, it is covered 
with fine cinders. The road being 
one-way, you won’t have to worry 
about passing anyone, and it will 
eventually lead you out onto U. S. 
89, where you can turn south and 
soon be on U. S. 66 again. 

Wupatki means “‘tall house” in 
the language of the Hopi Indians, 
and was once a 125-room palace. 

There is no describing the lure 
and mood of Wupatki. Rising four 
stories high in some places, it has 
been partially excavated and re- 
stored. We walked down remnants 
of stone walks to the pile of brick- 
like sandstone that was once the 
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dwelling place of more than 200 
Indians. We climbed crude lad- 
ders of the type originally used, 
from one floor to another, and en- 
tered various rooms through win- 
dowlike openings. Ceilings that re- 
main are of split Douglas-fir logs. 
At the time of the eruption of 
Sunset Crater, some 17 miles away, 
inhabitants of the region were 
frightened away by the rumbling 
and fall of cinders. When some re- 
turned later, they discovered that 
the cinders formed a mulch over 
the soil, retaining the moisture, 
thus enabling crops to be raised in 
the desert. So a land rush was on. 
Wupatki and about 800 other 
homesites were built. Many of 
them are barely discernible. 
Sunset Crater, the silent desert, 
Wupatki—all are shrouded in an 
impenetrable veil of the past.

conscious and countrified amid all the colorful furniture! 


**Have you looked at rayon lately?’’ was the title of a dis- 
play of home furnishings which proved that chemists have 
produced special rayons to do special jobs. The show, assem- 
bled by William Pahlmann, was an eye-opener for any of 
us who may still carry a 10-year-old prejudice against in- 
ferior, wartime rayons. For floor covering, there’s a special, 
heavy-duty carpet fiber, springy underfoot, which takes dyes 
well from palest pastel to deep-tones. For sheer curtains, 
there’s a rayon that’s crisp, resists sun and soil. Although 
the name is still the same, rayon is a lot more versatile thar 
it used to be. 


Breathable plastic upholstery fabric combines the porosity 
of elasticized cotton cloth with a surface coating of vinyl. 
It feels cool and lets the air escape when a seat cushion is 
depressed. But the pores are so tiny that the vinyl top is 
sturdy and spill-resistant. Probably you will not be able to 
buy this breathable plastic immediately for small reuphol- 
stering jobs. Most of it is being sold directly to automobile 
and furniture manufacturers. But the finished pieces will be 
identified by a descriptive tag, so we thought you ought to 
know about it. 


Spain inspired a collection of furniture, fabrics, rugs, 
and wallpaper. The Spanish government invited Dorothy 
Draper to come over, helped her locate motifs that could be 
transposed into our American homes and made by Ameri- 
can factories. The results are colorful and gay, make good 
accents for either a Traditional or a Contemporary room. 
For example, there’s a small red chest with front carved like 
iron grillwork, a wallpaper with bullfight scenes like those 
etched by Goya, a damask inspired by a lace manitilla.

Wonderful 
news for the handywoman, because you can make draperies 
the easy way without lining.

j ae are two kinds of patients that make a conscien- 
tious doctor feel as indignant as a hen ducked in a swim- 
ming pool. 

One says, ‘‘I’ve got a bad cold, Doc. Can you fix me 
up with some penicillin?” 

The other is horrified when a physician prescribes 
penicillin or some other antibiotic. ““Don’t give me that, 
Doctor! I’ve read about the awful reactions it causes.” 

Such attitudes—and in milder form, they’re common 
enough to be of concern to many physicians—can back- 
fire pretty miserably on family health. Like the case re- 
ported by a doctor practicing near Youngstown, Ohio. 
A little girl “‘had the worst case of tonsillitis I ever saw.”’ 
The physician wanted to give an antibiotic to stop infec- 
tion. The child’s mother wouldn’t permit it. A neighbor 
had told her she’d read in a newspaper that the drug was 
dangerous. The raging infection reached the mastoid, 
required emergency surgery and weeks of hospitalization. 

If these examples sound incredible to you, it’s because 
you’re a wise person who leaves it up to the doctor to pre- 
scribe medicines the family needs. Believe it or not, every- 


They have learned by observing expected and 
unexpected results in the treatment of millions of patients 
over periods of many years. Now it’s important, and it 
will become more and more important, that we, the peo- 
ple, learn a little about these revolutionary drugs we shall 
live with the rest of our lives.

Suppose your doctor asked you, 
“Have you ever taken this drug 
before? Did you get a skin rash? 
Hives? Burning? Nausea, digestive 
upsets? Any other disturbing reac- 
tion?” Could you answer such 
questions about yourself or other 
members of your family? Probably 
not, unless you have a superhuman 
memory. It’s a prudent idea to 
keep a written record, maybe a 
small notebook kept in the family 
medicine cabinet, of potent drugs 
—not antibiotics alone—prescribed 
through the years for illnesses in 
the family. Just a line, with a brief 
note about unusual aftereffects, if 
there have been any. 

Such information may never be 
of any use, except to make you a 
keener observer, decently respect- 
ful of potent, modern prescription 
drugs. But someday, a physician 
who is puzzled by a mysterious re- 
action, an unusual response, may 
ask about drugs that might have 
been prescribed many months or 
years before. Today, we have the 
first generation in history that has 
been exposed to antibiotics prac- 
atically from the hour of birth, 
when penicillin eye drops may be 
given. Our family doctor knows 
what drugs he has given us. But 
families do grow up, move around, 
change doctors. 


Danger. Use with caution 

Ninety percent of the prescrip- 
tions filled today could not have 
been filled 15 years ago because 
the drugs called for did not exist 
then. Our modern “miracle drug” 
age is no older than a high-school 
freshman. Old-time medicines 
were generally quite harmless— 
but, with few exceptions, quite 
useless, too, except to ease pain, re- 
duce fever, promote comfort. Per- 
haps the most important thing to 
remember about antibiotics is that 
they are potent and effective. They 
cure diseases in chemical ways that 
were quite impossible a dozen 
years or so ago. Along with truly 
marvelous, revolutionary benefits 
come some disadvantages, though. 
If a drug is potent and effective, 
certain side effects in some patients 
are to be expected,”’ says Robert 
A. Hardt, president of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Manufactur- 
ers Association. Our doctors know 
low to control and prevent such 
side effects and are very much 
alert to them. We aren’t. So it’s 
rash to reach into the medicine

chest for an antibiotic, left over 
from some old prescription, when 
we have a fever or “feel a cold 
coming on.” Except for often used 
drugs, such as nasal sprays, throw 
out prescription leftovers after 
they’ve served their purpose. Emp- 
ty the contents down the drain so 
children won’t get hold of them. 
Most patients, of course, don’t 
have bad reactions to antibiotics, 
only good ones—that is, they 
quickly get well. If reactions do 
occur, the overwhelming majority 
are more annoying than serious. 
But some very, very rare reactions 
are serious indeed. They can kill. 
Dr. Abraham Rosenthal, assistant 
medical examiner of the borough 
of Brooklyn, has collected eight 
cases of death from what doctors 
call ‘“‘anaphylactic shock’? caused 
by penicillin. One case was that of 
a 28-year-old nurse who reported 
for duty complaining of a cold. 
She suspended some penicillin in a 
vial and asked another nurse to in- 


ject it. While she was washing the 


syringe, she suddenly cried out 
that she was burning, ripped her 
clothing, gasped for breath, and 
died in a few minutes. It was 
learned that she had taken penicil- 
lin before, and the last time had 
had a severe skin reaction. 
Gradual sensitivity 

That’s a frightening story. But 
many thousands of young persons 
take penicillin continuously, not 
for months but for years, to prevent 
recurrent attacks of rheumatic 
fever, and even mild reactions are 
uncommon. You don’t stay out of 
your garden and remain indoors 
mufHed in cheesecloth because 
you’re terrified that a bee will 
sting you to death. Yet, people 
have died anaphylactic deaths 
from bee stings. Their body chem- 
istry has been mysteriously changed 
by previous exposure to foreign 
proteins of bee venom. Possibly 
100 anaphylactic reactions to peni- 
cillin occur each year—an_in- 
finitesimal fraction of millions of 
patients. However, there were 
no such reactions to penicillin when 
it was a brand-new drug. Re- 
peated exposures seem necessary 
to create sensitivities which in 
most extreme form occur in but 
very few people. Any antibiotic, 
and many other lifesaving drugs, 
may create similar sensitivities if 
used repeatedly in as many mil- 
lions of patients as penicillin has 
been. 

It would be tragic if such rare 
disasters, easy to inflate into scary 
headlines, left an impression that 
antibiotics, or any particular anti- 
biotic, are something to be shunned. 
It is immeasurably more danger- 
ous not to give an indicated anti- 
biotic than to give it. We can 
leave such decisions to our doctors 
with utmost peace of mind—for 
every month, every day, physicians 
and pharmaceutical firms and 
chemists are protecting the public,

make sensational headlines. 


Increased effectiveness 


Lower dosage is one line of at- 
tack. Now we have long-acting 
forms, such as benzathine penicil- 
lin, which remain active in the body 
for three or four weeks after a single 
injection. Combination doses of 
two antibiotics, or of an antibiotic 
with a sulfa or other drug, lower 
dose levels in another way. Chem- 
ists are continually tampering with 
drug molecules, stripping off atoms 
or chains of atoms here and there 
to reduce toxicity or increase effec- 
tiveness. Originally, penicillin was 
a mixture of several penicillins. 
Each was a little different chem- 
ically, and some forms were so in- 
effective that it was once feared 
that the drug was losing its punch. 

To find out what was “‘weaken- 
ing” penicillin, spoiling the mir- 
acle, chemists worked ceaselessly, 
brilliantly (and expensively) to 
separate pure forms of penicillin 
from mixtures containing many 
forms. Manufacturing processes 
were changed so that only potent 
penicillin molecules were made, 
and the day was saved. This kind 
of monkeying with drug molecules 
goes on all the time, to the great 
benefit of the public. Chemists 
know where every atom “sits,” in 
many molecules, as precisely as a 
schoolteacher knows the seating 
arrangement of her classroom. And 
a very slight change in seating ar- 
rangement—such as moving ram- 
bunctious Jimmy out of a row of 
small girls into the company of 
boys twice as big as he is—can 
make spectacular differences in 
human behavior, and of the be- 
havior of molecules as well. An 
example is a relatively new drug 
form, penicillin O, which is less 
likely to cause allergic reactions 
than some other kinds of penicillin. 


Preventing side effects 

Another way of controlling peni- 
cillin reactions, beginning to be 
used more commonly, is to add an 
anti-histamine drug to the “shot” 
before it is given. Or, an anti-hista- 
mine may be given separately, if a 
skin-rash reaction to penicillin is 
anticipated. More potent agents, 
such as adrenalin, are generally 
necessary to control rare, serious 
anaphylactic shock. Many doctors 
now insist that patients stay in the 
office at least 15 minutes after a 
penicillin injection is given, for ex- 
treme anaphylactic reactions occur 
quite suddenly. Skin tests some- 
times give helpful clues to sensi- 
tivity, as do previous mild allergic 
reactions a personal history of 
allergy. 

None of these methods is infalli- 
ble, but a fundamental way of pre- 
venting unnecessary reactions is 
not to give an antibiotic needlessly 
and uselessly. Certainly, there was 
some lavish and needless use of 
antibiotics when these drugs were

Swirl strip for head and 
place close to body (they'll “‘grow” 
together as dough rises). For ears, 
pinch off 1!4-inch strips and roll 
between hands till smooth and 
cigar-shaped. Let point make tip 
of ear; snip off opposite end and 
place earnext to head (see left-hand 
bunny in picture above for posi- 
tion). Pinch off a bit of dough and 
roll in ball for tail. Let bunnies al- 
most double before baking. 


For twist bunnies (top right, in 
picture above): For each, you'll 
need a 14-inch strip of dough. On 
lightly greased cooky sheet, lap 
one end of strip over other to form 
a loop; now bring end that’s under- 
neath up over top end, letting one 
extend to each side for ears. Pat 
tips of ears to shape in point. Roll 
small ball of dough for tail; place 
atop dough at bottom of loop. Let 
bunnies almost double before you 
put them in the oven.

Big jobs shrink fast when 
portable electric tools whiz 
through them for you. . . as, 
for example, the nuisance- 
some task of cutting a 4x8- 
foot sheet of plywood in half.

Measure window. Cut fabric in- 
to three even tiers. Use sturdy mus- 
lin so curtains can take lots of wash- 
ing and still keep crisp look. After 
hemming, sew a 3-inch patterned 
band across each tier, about 1144 
inches from bottom edge. A heavy 
weight at each corner will make 
the curtains hang in neat, orderly 
fashion. 

To make loops, cut rectangles of 
fabric 3x4 inches; fold in half 
lengthwise, make point at one end, 
machine-stitch along it and open 
side of strip; invert; press. Sew 
strips, looping each, at even inter- 
vals across top of curtain. Sew on 
1-inch covered button. Button and 
loop are sewed down, but if you 
prefer, make a buttonhole at end of 
point.

should all be the same length. For 
center tier, use a bold pattern such 
as the chintz “‘pictures’” shown. 
For top and bottom tiers, use a 
subdued but related pattern as the 
medallion design. 

Hem the sides, top, and bottom 
of each tier. Make pinch pleats by 
sewing on special pleating tape, 
following instructions given by 
manufacturer. Or, if you like, make 
your own pinch pleats. 

For curtain on door, measure 
window. Then cut panel about 114 
times as wide and 5 inches longer 
than window. Mark 114% inches in 
at center of top and bottom; then 
cut a curve from sides into that 
point.

gives the right answer, he scores a 
point; if he gives an incorrect an- 
swer, his opponent scores a point— 
if he calls out the correct answer. 


Subtraction first 

As an example, if Linda turns up 
a 4 and I turn up a 10, she must 
subtract 4 from 10. If she says ‘‘6,”’ 
she scores a point. If she says some 
other number, I call out ‘‘6,” and 
the point is scored for me. 

The game continues until all the 
cards have been played. Then the 
cards are shuffled and dealt again. 

Addition next round 

As before, each player turns up 
one of his cards and the player with 
the lowest card has the opportunity 
to try for a point. Now, he must 
add the numbers on each card. 

For example, if Linda turns up a 
7 and I turn up an 8, she must say 
“7 and 8 are 15” to score a point. 
If she makes a mistake and says “‘7 
and 8 are 16,” then I score a point 
by saying, ‘‘No, 7 and 8 are 15.” 


Make mistakes on purpose 

The game proceeds until one 
player wins by scoring 25 points. 
We have also played and declared 
the winner to be the player who 
scores the most points after the sub- 
tract-and-add playing has been 
completed. 

Hilarity reigns, of course, when 
I am caught saying ‘‘7 take away 2 
is 4.°’ So far, I have been successful 
with such blunders, and it certain- 
ly adds interest to the game. 

Several evenings later, we de- 
veloped the game further by using 
the face cards and letting the J, Q, 
and K be assigned 11, 12, and 13 
respectively.

use the deck without face cards and 
say that all red cards are “teen” 
cards. For example, the 4’s of hearts 
and diamonds become 14 and the 
red 9’s become 19, and so forth. 


If three persons play 

Three can also play the game. 
The player turning up the lowest 
card can score a point by correctly 
subtracting the value of his card 
from the number of the highest 
card showing. 

On the “‘add”’ playing, a score is 
made if the player having the low- 
est card correctly totals the value 
of the three cards turned up. 


Multiplying and dividing, too 
The game was easily extended to 
cover multiplication and division. 
If two were playing, they first de- 
cided what the multiplier would 
be, and then the player with the 
lowest card turned up used the

ke and he got mad. He said, ‘What's the matter? Don’t 
you have any confidence in me?’ I do have confidence in 
him. He’s never had a wreck yet—except my nerves. But 
how can I explain?” 

Some wives actually get ill after traffic scares. Many get 
headaches, indigestion, cold hands. A wife in Niles, Michi- 
gan, gets ‘“‘the shakes.”’ Another, in Georgia, gets hiccups 
when father takes the wheel. 

And a woman in Salisbur?, Connecticut, gets “‘pains in 
the vicinity of my heart’? when her husband tries to overtake 
three cars at once. (‘‘No,”’ she said, ‘‘I’ve never told him.”’) 

The truth is, of course, it’s not all Father’s fault. Even 
husbands get nervous in that unguarded suicide seat— 
where a sudden stop can send you through the windshield. 

And that’s the seat the wife has always occupied. Special 
foot rests, or shoulder straps, may give wives a sense of secu- 
rity. Short women have no way to brace their feet. And at 
least one wife who uses a shoulder harness regularly says it 
has eliminated her nervousness. 

But the problem goes deeper than that, men. Perhaps one 
clue may be this: Wives of truck drivers seem to have no fear when 
their husbands drive. 

**Never a minute’s nervousness,”’ reports one truck “‘cap- 
tain’s”’ spouse blissfully. 

For truck drivers themselves have been scared so often 
that they have become, in general, the steadiest—most con- 
servative—drivers on the road. U 

They’ve stopped “‘sticking their necks out”’ in traffic.

Drive without scaring your wife 


There are exceptions, and some 
women say they never get “‘nerves”’ 
in traffic. But for every one of these, 
five other wives often get nervous 
when we husbands drive. And a 
few get “‘downright scared.” 

Whatever the statistics, traffic 
experts are beginning to think that 
many wives suffer more frights on 
the highways than they ever let you 
know. Under some conditions, rid- 
ing in the suicide seat day after day 
becomes an act of outright bravery. 
(Some husbands, for example, de- 
liberately scare their wives by 
“stunts,’’ such as grazing close to 
signs and obstructions in the road.) 

This sort of thing is the excep- 
tion. But even husbands who never 
try stunts may have wives who get 
jitters. 

In the Pennsylvania mountains 
the other day, a husband was try- 
ing to “‘make up time.” For two 
hours, he zipped around curves, 
squeezed past other cars, and 
rushed down steep hills. 

“I was merely making the best 
of the road,” he said. “‘I took no 
chances. Yet, after two hours of 
that, my wife was a wreck.” 

His wife admitted it. 

Repeated frights, said Moseley, 
wear a woman down. “She can 
really suffer and become slightly 
ill. She can also become quite neu- 
rotic about driving with her hus- 
band under some conditions.” 

In part, your wife may suffer 
from sheer frustration. She sees 
what she thinks is danger—and 
can’t do anything about it. Fur- 
thermore, if she’s like a lot of other 
wives, she can’t say anything. 

“I’m afraid to open my mouth,” 
said one. “If I even let out a slight 
squeak I become a back-seat driv- 
er,” said another. 

Thus, to our wives, gentlemen, 
being called a back-seat driver has 
become a fate worse than being in 
an auto wreck. There is a solution 
for this old back-seat driver prob- 
lem—an excellent solution any 
family can use. But first, let’s look 
in the mail and see what else our 
wives reported. 

Here they are—the things that 
cause jitters, listed in order of the 
importance wives gave them: 

1. Hubby gets irritated. Gentlemen, 
if what our wives say is true, we’re 
an edgy lot. We get mad in traffic 
jams, but mostly we sound off to 
ourselves—and our wives—about 
the other fellow. ““My man just 
cusses and fusses, and I have to 
listen,’ wrote one wife. Nearly 70 
wives (or almost 1 in 4) told the 
same story. 

2. Sudden stops. Sixty wives re- 
ported we still have the old-fash- 
ioned habit of zipping up to the car 
ahead and slamming our brakes 
on. Being expert drivers, you and I 
know we can make the old bus stop 
in time. But she doesn’t. And so she 
digs in with her heels. Her blood 
pressure goes up a bit. If you see her 
little nervous heel movement, she 
says, you usually do one of four 
things:

a. You ignore it. 

b. You say, “Relax, dear, I haye 
the car under control.” 

c. You say, “Dear, would you 
like to drive a bit?” 

d. Or you say, “Well, do you 
want to drive?”’ Some husbands, to 
quote their wives, even add, “May- 
be you can do it better.” 

3. Speed. Nearly 60 wives said 
speed makes them nervous. Oddly 
some of these also said slow driving 
gives them fidgets. 

4. Driving late at night. This wor. 
ries nearly as many wives as Speed, 
especially if you’re tired and may 
fall asleep. 

5. Trying to make time. In fast 
traffic, this bothers 1 in 6. 

6. Snow, rain, or dirt covering the 
windshield. 

7. Cutting in and out. 

8. Suddenly stepping on the gas. 
Many wives want “even,” or 
*‘steady,” driving. 

9. Risk of being arrested. This 
troubles a surprising number of 
wives. 

10. Trying to beat other cars a 
traffic lights. 

11. Arguments with other drivers, 

12. Driving after drinking. 

13. Noise of heavy traffic. 

14. Untidy cars. 

15. Squalling children and radios,

Open-air debates. Some drivers 
shout what they call educational 
comments for the benefit of other 
drivers. They are largely a thing of 
the past.

L, you have a child who’s a dawdler, it may be of some 
comfort to realize that you’re not alone. Teachers and 
psychiatrists tell us this habit of “‘poking”’ is one of the 
most common, and most trying, of all problems of school- 
age children. But what to do about it? 

You could, I suppose, ignore it, realizing that, in time, 
“this, too, will pass.” 

But our 5-year-old’s tardiness, daydreaming, and gen- 
eral ‘“‘what’s-the-big-rush-Mom” attitude was not only 
nerve-wracking to him and us, it was a downright incon- 
venience, with school and work schedules to be met. 

By talking to people who had weathered the problem, 
and by no little experimenting on our own, we arrived 
at a solution which, if not 100 percent foolproof, at least 
helped the situation at our house. The key: organization. 

By doing the required things in the same way, day after 
day, our 5-year-old developed habits of promptness we 
didn’t dream were possible six months before. 

Here’s a typical routine for Steve, the ex-dawdler, and 
some of the do’s and don’ts we learned along the way:

Give your dawdler enough time so he doesn’t feel rushed —but 
not so much that nothing is accomplished (that “I’ve-got-all-day” 
attitude). So Steve won’t feel hurried or pushed, we plan many of 
his tasks ahead of time. For example, the night before a school day, 
after prayers and bath, we lay out his clothes, shine shoes, and check — 
any extra items, such as a storybook, he may want to take to 
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After he awakes in the morning, Steve follows a 
definite schedule — toileting, washing, teeth-brushing, 
dressing, picking up his room. This must be done before 
playing, or any other activity. By avoiding vague or- 
ders to “get yourself ready” and substituting a step- 
by-step program, this can become an accepted routine 
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A useful “‘prop”’ is this paper clock, which Steve him- 
self made. It tells him when we eat breakfast, by which 
time he’s to be dressed. By comparing this to the kitch- 
en clock, he says he can “‘figger how much time he has 
left.” Other mothers have reported success with charts 
and gold stars, but these inducements didn’t work with us

How they work and 
what they do 

Some zigzag machines are auto- 
matic, some manual. How do they 
differ? Suppose you want to make 
a row of arrowhead designs on your 
fabric. On an automatic, you’d in- 
sert a template or flick a dial for 
that specific design, and the ma- 
chine would do the rest. You only 
need to guide the fabric. 

On a manual zigzag machine, 
you’d control the stitch width 
(“bight”) from narrow to wide to 
narrow again for the same design. 
If your sense of rhythm is fairly 
normal, this operation is simple 
after a little practice.

If there’s any space unused, we haven’t found it yet. Here’s the final 
task for midget closet under the stairs —sawing the runner to size 
for a bamboo screen to slide across. 

The staircase was our project, too. The treads are large slabs of 
oak with balustrades of 54-inch black iron rods. Lewis and I used an 
electric drill to bore holes in treads for securing rods. 





Tall window shutters became doors for our entrance closet. The ob- 
scure-glass divider was built in one afternoon at a cost of $30. We 
used 1x3 oak boards dadoed on a power saw and attached with glue 
and finishing nails. Oak strips hold the glass in frames. ;

Check these operations on 
each machine: 


Tension: Be sure you can easily 
set both bobbin- and top-thread 
tensions, and that they’re uniform 
while you sew. 

Stitches: The stitches per inch 
should be clearly marked and easi- 
ly regulated. In zigzag machines, 
stitch width must be easily regu- 
lated, too. 

Bobbin: Removing, rewinding, 
and inserting the bobbin should be 
fast and simple. 

Automatic reverse: You should 
be able to sew backward simply by 
flicking a lever. 

Light: A shielded bulb should 
be positioned to throw light on the 
needle and your work. 

Feed: The feed (a corrugated 
plate beneath the needle) should 
be adjustable for darning and some 
fancywork. 

Weight: Head of machine should 
be light enough for you to lift it up 
or down into the cabinet without 
too much strain. In a portable 
model, consider how much you 
have to lift or carry it—weights 
vary from 414 up to over 30 pounds. 

Availability of attachments: 
If you buy a straight-stitching ma- 
chine, your dealer should be able 
to obtain all the attachments you 
want. 

Availability of parts: All zigzag 
machines, or parts of them, are 
foreign-produced. If the machine’s 
brand is well known and has deal- 
ers all over the country, and if your 
local dealer is well established and 
reputable, you can feel secure in 
your purchase. But if you don’t 
know much about either of them, 
check into their reputations before 
you buy. 

Guarantees: Most guarantees 
include replacing a defective motor 
for one year, and some guarantee 
all major parts for the life of the 
machine.

Precondition brushes for 
paint by removing loose bris- 
tles and softening flag ends. 

Rub briskly on rough sur- 
face, and spin in your hands. 
Soak new brushes in linseed 
oil at least 24 hours before 
you put them into service. 

This helps condition them 
to accept paint . . . lengthens 
the life of bristles. 


Dab the brush tip at loose 
bristles to retrieve them from 
freshly painted surface. 

Wet paint on brush will 
stick the loose bristles to it — 
and makes it easier, and less 
messy, to dispose of them. 

With light stroke, re-cover 
marks the brush left, lifting 
handle gradually to avoid 
leaving thick edge of paint. 


“Stray” bristles— the ones 
that don’t hang with rest — 
should be removed with a 
glazier’s knife or a scraper. 

Place edge of tool under 
bristle and pull it against 
the metal ferrule with your 
thumb, as pictured. 

Never, never paint with the 
edge of a brush. This causes 
bristle “clumping.” 


Dip-and-slap method is 
good way to remove excess 
paint from the brush. Slowly 
submerge it in paint, about 
one-third of length of bristles. 
Slap off excess against side 
of container, as pictured. 
Deep dipping wastes the 
paint and leads to accumula- 
tion of it in heel of brush, 
shortening its life and causing 
paint to run into your hand. 
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Begins on page 206 
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Leave brush in paint if 
work is interrupted for a short 
time. Should you be delayed 
for longer periods, suspend it 
in the paint itself. 

Use a wire through hole in 
handle to keep flag ends of 
bristles off bottom of contain- 
er. Never store in paint for 
more than an hour. 


Between sessions—lunch 
hour, unexpected guests, or a 
trip to the paint store for 
more supplies—wrap brush 
in aluminum foil to keep air 
from hardening the paint. 
Double thickness is best 
protection — twist the excess 
tightly around handle, as 
shown. You can even store 
brush this way overnight if 
you Il be using it next day. 


For longer storage— the 
days between a weekend job 
— hang brush in linseed oil or 
turpentine so flag ends of the 
bristles don’t touch bottom of 
the container. 

When you're ready to use 
it again, wipe out the excess 
turpentine or oil with old 
cloth or rub the brush on a 
fairly rough surface. 

Clean brushes with turpen- 
tine or commercial cleaner. 


Soap-and-water is the final 
step in getting the brush clean 
enough to wrap and _ store 
away for long periods. 

First, cut all paint you can 
with turpentine, thinner, or 
commercial cleaner. 

Then wash with cleansing 
powder until clean water does 
not become colored from pig- 
ments. Wrap in aluminum foil 
and lay brush flat on side in a 
cool, dry place.

oxygen (don’t try to live without it, 
either!). Table salt can be toxic to 
some persons with advanced heart 
failure. We, the patients, should 
know what our doctors are well 
aware of: No antibiotic is com- 
pletely free of possible side effects. 
No antibiotic can be singled out as 
“‘best”’ or “most dangerous.” There 
are only antibiotics that are excel- 
lent for one patient and useless for 
another. The real miracle is the 
doctor’s bag, containing many dif- 
erent antibiotic weapons. 

No antibiotic destroys every kind 
of germ that can make us sick. 
Penicillin controls many of the 
most common infections, particu- 
larly those caused by “strep” 
germs, but is no use against some 
others that yield to “‘broad spec- 
trum” antibiotics — terramycin, 
aureomycin, chloromycetin. These 
three are more shotguns than they 
are rifles, hitting a large variety of 
disease organisms, including 
Rickettsias which cause Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever and ty- 
phus, and the large viruses of 
psittacosis, or parrot fever. Some 
antibiotics, though of broad range, 
are uniquely effective against one 
especially dangerous kind of dis- 
ease organism. Thus, streptomy- 
cin hits some germs that penicillin 
doesn’t, but is so effective against 
tuberculosis bacilli that most of 
the drug is used in T.B. cases. 
Chloromycetin is the drug of choice 
against typhoid fever. 


New weapons 


Often we need a change of weap- 
ons. Pharmaceutical researchers 
from time to time add a new 
gun to the antibiotic arsenal. A 
relatively new antibiotic, erythro- 
mycin, hits pretty much the same 
germs as penicillin. Why do we 
need another drug to do penicil- 
lin’s work? As we have seen, some 
patients become sensitized to peni- 
cillin. Or certain germs become re- 
sistant to penicillin, learn to shrug 
it off. Then a different weapon, 
erythromycin or another anti- 
biotic, often saves the day, which 
is to say, the patient. 

Also, when there’s a new, tiny 
chink appearing in our defenses 
against disease, doctors quickly 
bring new measures into action. 
Lately, they have been intensively 
studying a rare but serious condi- 
tion apparently associated with 
treatment with certain antibiotics 
—although, as a Mayo Clinic 
study shows, this complication did 
arise in postsurgical patients years 
before we had any antibiotics. A 
severe intestinal disorder, similar 
to Asiatic cholera in explosiveness 
and seriousness, seems to be caused 
by enormous multiplication of a 
stubborn, vicious germ family 
(micrococcus pyogenes). These 
tough bacteria are not affected by 
aureomycin, terramycin, penicil- 
lin, or streptomycin. Whatever the 
cause of this rare complication, 
doctors are now very much alert 
to it, and some serious cases have 
been controlled by erythromycin. 
Magnamycin, chloromycetin, and 
perhaps other antibiotics may

Shotgun artists 


[ve heard people say, “‘Doctors 
don’t have to know much any 
more—they’re ‘shotgun artists’ 
who inject an antibiotic for every- 
thing that comes along.” Dis- 

tlement could hardly go far- 
ther afield. In the old days, it did 
not matter much whether a doctor 
knew what germs caused a case of 
umonia, for instance, for he 
had no drugs that were germ-spe- 
cific. Antibiotics have led to better 
actice of medicine by encour- 
ing doctors to identify the germs 
they're dealing with so that sharp- 
shooting weapons can be chosen. 

How can a doctor be sure what 
antibiotic is best for the patient? 
Many times, his experience and 
shrewdness will tell him pretty con- 
fidently what illness he is dealing 
with. At other times, he can’t be 
sure as soon as he examines the pa- 
tient. So, if a patient is very sick 
and is getting sicker with a “red 
hot” infection, penicillin or one of 
the broad-range antibiotics may be 

iven at once so that no time is 
lost. Also, if he judges it necessary, 
the doctor may take a throat- 
swabbing or sample of secretions, 
from which to grow a culture so 
that specific germs can be identi- 
fed. When the germ-target is 
known, the proper antibiotic weap- 
on (which may or may not be the 
time-buying drug first given) can 
be chosen. Cultures are particular- 
lyimportant in illnesses that should 
respond to antibiotics but do not. 
Some unusual, resistant germ may 
be identified, which one of the less 
widely used antibiotics may be able 
to control. 


Stronger but safer 

It is even possible to tailor-make 
adrug combination for a particular 
patient, by measuring the effec- 
tiveness of different agents against 
cultures of the patient’s own 
germs. The combination may be of 
two antibiotics, each augmenting 
each other’s effects. Or, quite 
often, an antibiotic may be com- 
bined with a sulfa drug, the hope 
being that germs that resist one 
drug will be wiped out by the 
other. Also, combinations usually 
mean smaller doses of each drug, 
lessening toxicity. Streptomycin in 
extended treatment tends to im- 
pair the organs of hearing. So 
does its close relative, dihydro- 
streptomycin. But each antibiotic 
affects different parts of the ear. 
So half-and-half doses of each drug, 
combined into one full dose, are 
just as effective, but danger of ear 
injury is greatly lessened. Strepto- 
mycin is never given alone in cases 
of tuberculosis, because germs be- 
come resistant to this antibiotic 
very rapidly.. But streptomycin 
combined with isoniazid or another 
TB. drug retains its killing punch 
for a very long time. 

Chemists are continually reshuf- 
fling the molecules, too. Terra- 
mycin and aureomycin are almost 
identical twins. The only differ- 
ence is that aureomycin has an 
atom of chlorine where terramycin 

an oxygen and hydrogen atom 
—tnough, of course, to make them 
chemically different.

chemists have jimmied these atoms 
loose, to give us tetracycline, the 
newest antibiotic in wide use. Tet- 
racycline is the main part of the 
molecule common to terramycin 
and aureomycin. As is fitting and 
proper, tetracycline closely re- 
sembles its parents in that it hits 
a wide variety of disease organ- 
isms, but possibly has a little less 
tendency to cause side effects. 


Special-use drugs 

You may not have heard of some 
existing antibiotics that have more 
limited and special uses. Any one 
of them might be the lifesaving 
measure to turn the tide if you or 
someone in the family is in des- 
perate straits. 

Neomycin attacks a wide range 
of bacteria and is perfectly safe and 
valuable for local use on the skin 
or in eye infections. It’s safe to 
swallow, too, for it doesn’t get out- 
side the intestinal tract (which 
really isn’t in the body, just sur- 
rounded by it) and this makes it 
valuable for sterilizing the bowel 
prior to surgery. An epidemic of in- 
fant diarrhea, cruel killer of the 
newborn, broke out in Children’s 
Hospital of Michigan (Detroit). 
Neomycin routed causative organ- 
isms from the intestines of 21 pre- 
mature babies, saved their lives. 
In emergencies, when other anti- 
biotics failed, neomycin has been 
given by injection and has proved 
lifesaving. 

Bacitracin attacks much the 
same bacteria as penicillin but is 
toxic to the kidneys if injected. 
However, in critical hospitalized 
cases, bacitracin has saved the pa- 
tient when less-toxic drugs have 
failed. Bacitracin is safe and useful 
as an ointment and is quite often 
taken by mouth in combination 
with other antibiotics. 

Polymyxin attacks relatively few 
bacteria, but those it does hit are 
among the toughest germ gang- 
sters we can have the misfortune 
to play host to. It’s an ace your doc- 
tor is glad to have in the hole, and 
he hopes he can keep it there. 


New discoveries 


Scores of new antibiotics are dis- 
covered every year, but most are 
too toxic for human use. However, 
new ones that are safe and effective 
do come along, and they tend to 
be aimed like bullets rather than 
buckshot against particular dis- 
ease organisms for which we have 
not had many effective drugs, or 
none at all. For instance, there’s 
fumagillin, which is completely 
useless against all bacteria. But it 
attacks the parasites that cause 
amebic dysentery, a disease (which 
can be fatal) that some public 
health authorities believe is amaz- 
ingly widespread in our country. 

Other sharpshooting antibiotics, 
now under intensive investigation, 
suggest the shape of drugs to come. 
There’s anisomycin, a promising 
antibiotic for parasitic infections 
of the urogenital tract. And synne- 
matin, an antibiotic developed by 
Michigan State Health Labora- 
tories that is said to be “terrific” 
as a cure for typhoid fever. Fungus 
organisms, the kinds that cause 
ringworm and athlete’s foot and 
serious internal infections, may

yield to antibiotics that aren’t per- 
fected yet. One of these is candi- 
cidin; another is malucidin. The 
latter was discovered by Yale 
University scientists and thus far 
has been used only to treat skin 
ailments of dogs. 

Exciting things that are going 
on in laboratories today are thrill- 
ing promises of drugs we may have 
tomorrow. Puromycin is an anti- 
biotic now being studied intensive- 
ly by Lederle Laboratories’ scien- 
tists. It promises to be effective 
against the parasites that cause 
African sleeping sickness. And in 
mice that have transplanted breast 
cancers, puromycin has caused the 
tumors to disappear in three- 
fourths of the mice, with no recur- 
rence after a year of observation. 

Puromycin (like dozens of other 
antibiotics) is still a laboratory 
drug, its medical uses unproved. It 
is not a cancer cure. It. may never 
be. Yet, antibiotics cure diseases by 
interfering with life processes with- 
in the cells of microbes that cause 
the disease. May they not similarly 
interfere with the growth processes 
of cancer cells that have burst out 
of the body’s chemical control? 
Might some antibioticlike chemi- 
cal, yet to be discovered, destroy 
cancer cells selectively, as present 
antibiotics selectively destroy germ 
cells? Or may some other sought- 
for drug be as effective against 
viruses—of polio, influenza, colds 
—as present antibiotics are effec- 
tive against bacteria? 

We don’t know, yet. But we do 
know that in research centers all 
over the country, there is a literal 
army of scientists who simply don’t 
dream of taking no for an answer.

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The diary of a 


Pain dirt gardener 


By Harry R. O’Brien 
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After repairing the hotbed, I set it back next to the garage. Filled it up 
with my favorite planting mix, then started sowing rows of vegetable seed 


Mareh 1 That old lion surely took 
over today. All outdoors covered 
with 6 inches of white. My four- 
buckle arctics were at Donald’s, 
so I put on my high-top garden 
shoes for what had to be done. 


I filled up my dippers with sun- 


flower seeds, scratch feed, and suet 
cakes, then sallied forth, a broom 
in one hand. I waded all around 
the place, swept snow off feeders. 
Put in extra supply of rations. Be- 
fore I was back in the house, the 
birds were busy at breakfast. 

I already have my name in the 
pot for some new roses. Those [’ll 
be planting include the 1955 All- 
America winners—Tiffany, Jiminy 
Cricket, and Queen Elizabeth. Also 
Roundelay, Red. Cap, Baby Blaze, 
La Jolla, Sun King, and Golden 
Masterpiece. 

Some new annual seeds are al- 
ready on hand. But I haven’t made 
out my usual list of flower and veg- 
etable seeds that Ill be getting 
from our local seed stores. 


Marck 2 Took a holiday from the 
daily grind this p.m. Spoke to a 
local women’s group about spring 
gardening. But I never made much 
headway. 

Somebody broke in to ask a 
question about making a new lawn. 
Bless my soul if I didn’t spend my 
whole time from then on just an- 
swering questions. How to prune 
roses in spring? Which is best plant 
food? What to do about a lawn in 
poor shape? Which is best way to 
use. vermiculite in growing seed- 
lings? How to get rid of crabgrass? 

When the program chairman 
broke me off, I was at once sur- 
rounded by women with further 
questions. I finally broke away and 
made a dash for it, or I would have 
been there till suppertime. 

What I told these ladies about 
a poor lawn is that the most im- 
portant thing is to give it an appli- 
cation of plant food just as soon as 
possible. Feeding is the first step to 
getting a vigorous sod. This in turn 
aids control of crabgrass and other 
weeds. 


As to which kind of plant food 

is best, I told them that absolutely 
the best in the world is whichever 
standard brand is carried by their 
own reliable local dealer. All of 
these are good. I did explain about 
general complete garden plant 
foods, special lawn foods with high- 
er nitrogen content, and the high- 
analysis ones which dissolve in 
water. 
Mareh 3 Oh, how the lion roared 
again today. Winds howled up to 
60 miles an hour. Thermometer 
kept falling all day long. 

Put on good clothes again. Drove 
down to Neighbor Fisher’s, picked 
him up, and off we went to the 
monthly meeting of our men’s rose 
club. It was the smallest crowd in 
years. Only a few of the hard- 
boiled veterans braved the weather. 

The program was a motion pic- 
ture, with color and sound, about 
plant food and its uses. Quite inter- 
esting, too. Afterward, the brethern 
asked questions back and forth. 

I had to laugh at some of them. 
They had been fooled by that April 
weather we had in February. Had 
been out doing their spring rose 
pruning and spading up new beds. 


Mareh 4 Made out my list of an- 
nuals and vegetable seeds which 
Ill round up at local seed stores. 
Flowers included some newer ones 
for my own edification, plus others 
for Maggie’s scissors. I selected 
vegetables that do well around 
here. I checked disease-resistant 
kinds and the certified seed where 
they were listed. As for tomatoes, 
corn, and cabbage, I picked several 
varieties, which will mature at dif- 
ferent times. 


Mareh 5 Still winter outside, but 
inside, on that tea wagon where 
Maggie has her winter garden, she 
wheels her house plants to and from 
windows as she deems best.

Then out with pruning shear 
and lopping shears, to continue the 
spring pruning of the roses in the 
beds—a little of which I’ve al 
done. The bushes are killed backa 
lot, but plants are alive. 

And brother, this is a hard job! 

Ground was so wet I couldn't 
put a knee down but had to squat 
by each bush, then hop along to the 
next. But I kept at it until more 
than half of the bushes had been 
whacked off. I try to make each 
cut just above where a live bud 
projects outward, so I'll grow a 
spreading bush. 

Next, I give all the bushes a 
feeding with a complete-analysis 
plant food. I’d rather put this on 
after the first cultivation, but if 
ground stays too wet, I put it on 
before, then cultivate after the next 
rain has soaked in the plant food. 


March 31 Dearie me—winter for 
sure, again. Thermometer down 
below freezing at breakfast. Never 
went far above all day. Stopped at 
Donald’s, got little Gary and 
brought him out home. Put on 
leather coat and fed birds. Then 
baby-sitted with Gary while Mag- 
gie got supper. That was my gal 
den work. 

Here the month is over, and pre 
cious little signs of spring. | 
chance to make early-vege 
and -flower-garden beds. 

But glory be—Maggie 
buds _ coming on the Prive 
violets. Could it be that the neglect 
and lack of watering while we wet 
gone have actually been good for 
them? Could it be that they 
been blooming because Mager 
had been watering them too muGe 
Only time will tell.

Leave old mulch at 
sides of plant, where it will 
help keep berries clean. 


Carefully remove the mulch from spring-flowering 
bulbs as soon as the buds on your early-flowering 
shrubs begin to swell. Bulb shoots need air, light. 














Help your lawn to smother 
out weeds by giving it an 
early feeding of a complete 
plant food. Water it in. 
Make job easier and quick- 
er by using a standard spread- 
er; or sprinkle plant food by 
hand. Use 2-3 pounds per each 
10x10-foot area. Lawn will 
become too thick for late- 
starting weeds to penetrate. 


Dig, divide, and transplant overgrown perennials. 
Cut back early-flowering shrubs when blooms fade. 




















Aerate, seed, and feed lawn 
bare spots while spring grow- 
ing conditions are ideal.

Start new lawns, feed old ones, and repair bare spots. 

Keep an eye on shrubs and plants in the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin valleys after each windy day. They 
dry out quickly and may need extra 
water. 

Plant the pink-saucer magnolia while 
it is in bud, or even in full bloom. 

Finish planting bare root roses. 

Renew your chrysanthemum bed by 
selecting the fresh, young growth to divide and trans- 
plant, and discarding all woody parts of each clump. 

Feed and mulch fuchsias and continue to pinch off 
tips to encourage more branching. 

Plant fuchsias, begonias, hibiscus, and bougain- 
villea in the fog belt. In Southern California, plant 
avocados and guavas. 

Start tuberous begonias indoors in vermiculite, 
peat, or sand. Transplant when top is 2 inches tall.

Preserve your wooden plant 
tubs with a coat of asphalt 
paint on the inside. 

Use wood preservative or 
a standard exterior paint to 
freshen outside of tubs. 

Sand rust off metal parts 
before repainting them, and 
give each caster wheel a drop 
of heavy oil. 








Push back into place those perennials heaved by frost. 
Prune buddelias, vitex, and similar shrubs. 
Complete plantings of dogwood, viburnum, other 

shrubs. 

Remove winter mulch from aspara- 
gus and rhubarb beds. 

Spade the flower borders and your 
vegetable plot when soil warms. 

Cultivate lightly around bulbs and 
other early flowers. 

Plant everbearing strawberries and bush fruits such 
as currants, raspberries, blackberries, boysenberries. 

Touch up your ornamental trees and late-summer- 
flowering shrubs with the pruning snips. 

Plantlettuce, onions, peas, radishes, other early crops.

1 cup sifted enriched flour 

Dash salt 

Dash nutmeg 

1 egg 

1% cups milk 
Blend dry ingredients; add egg and 
milk; beat thoroughly with electric 
mixer or rotary beater; strain out 
any lumps. Bake on a hot buttered 
griddle. Spread each cake with

Buttermilk Flapjacks 

114 cups sifted enriched flour

Sift flour with sugar, baking pow- 
der, soda, and salt.

l4 teaspoon grated orange peel 

1 tablespoon orange juice

cream together till light and fluffy. 
Add orange ‘oops and juice. Blend 
well. Makes 34 cup. 

Cinnamon Butter: Omit or- 
ange peel and juice; add 1% tea- 
spoon cinnamon.

1 well-beaten egg 

1 cup milk 

14 cup butter or margarine, melted 

1 cup sifted enriched flour 

2% teaspoons baking powder 

2 tablespoons sugar 

34 teaspoon salt 

1 cup drained, frozen, or canned 

blueberries, or fresh berries 

Combine egg, milk, and butter. 
Sift dry ingredients; gradually add 
to liquid, using rotary beater. Drop 
batter on hot lightly greased grid- 
dle, using 144-cup measure. Sprin- 
kle about 2 tablespoons blueberries 
over each cake. When underside is 
golden, turn and brown other side. 
Makes about six 6-inch cakes.

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Why tubeless tires? 


Q. Do you take tubeless tires off the rim the same 
way you do conventional tires with tubes? 


A. More care must be taken with tubeless tires to prevent 
damaging the beads and rims. Use a bead breaker. Do 
not use a hammer. You can use tire irons, but they should 
not have rough or sharp edges. Rim condition is more 
important with tubeless tires since high spots and dents 
can cause leaks. 


Q. How are tubeless tires repaired? 


A. There are four basic methods of repairing tubeless 
tires. 

1. Hot-patch method. This method is often preferred for 
holes up to 4 inch in diameter. The procedures for 
curing hot-patch materials vary, so check instructions that 
come with materials being used. 

2. Rubber-plug method. This method is usually suggested 
for holes of from 3/32 to 4% inch in diameter. Some 
plugs are inserted from the inside, which means taking 
the tire off the rim. Some are inserted from the outside

with the tire left on the rim. Follow instructions carefully. 
3. Repair-gun method. This method is for holes of less than 
3/32 inch in diameter. Tire needn’t be removed from 


the rim. 


4. Cold-patch method. Not permanent. Use only in an 


emergency.

routes of experienced east-west 
travelers. Over 1,100 miles of its 
2,200-mile length are newly paved 
or rebuilt; 500 miles of it are three- 
and four-lane highway. The four- 
lane stretches come where they are 
most appreciated—as you ap- 
proach the larger cities, and on 
steep grades where trucks could 
slow you up. The road is a fast, di- 
rect, all-weather route to the coast 
whenever that’s your objective.

In Springfield, state capital, you'll 
want to visit the Lincoln home at 
Eighth and Jackson streets, and the 
Lincoln tomb and monument in 
Oak Ridge Cemetery. New Salem 
Village, where as a young man 
Lincoln studied law, failed as a 
storekeeper, and met Ann Rut- 
ledge, is just 20 miles northwest of 
Springfield via State Route 97, 
This authentically reproduced vil- 
lage is well worth the side trip. 


St. Louis. U. S. 66 enters from the 
north and circles around the west 
side, so if you want to see the city, 
take City Route 66 downtown.

Cave country. Meramec Cav- 
erns, ‘‘Jesse James’s Hideout,” is3 
miles south of Stanton. It’s safe, 
well lighted. There is an admission 
charge, and you can get conducted 
tours every half hour. Meramec 
State Park and Forest, 5 miles far- 
ther west on 66, has more than 

caves and numerous springs. You 
can camp, picnic, and swim. Onom- 
daga Cave, 7 miles off 66, between 
Bourbon and Cuba, offers you the 
longest boat ride of any Americat 
cavern. There is an admission fee 
of $1.50. ae 


The Missouri Ozarks. As’ 


roll through Rolla and on toward ¥ 
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Lebanon, you’re in one of the most 
scenic sections of the Ozarks. Just 
12 miles off 66 out of Lebanon is 
Bennett Springs State Park, a good 
place to stop for the night or for a 
icnic lunch. It’s the locale of 
Harold Bell Wright’s The Calling 
of Dan Matthews. Springfield is 
midway between the Lake of the 
Ozarks region and the Shepherd of 
the Hills country to the south. So 
ifit’s an Ozarks vacation you want, 
66 will get you there. 


The Will Rogers Memorial. 
West of Joplin, 66 cuts across the 
southeast corner of Kansas and 
enters Oklahoma. Just 17 miles 
south of Vinita lies the Grand Lake 
recreation area. At Claremore, 
yisit the beautiful Will Rogers 
Memorial. The Davis gun collec- 
tion in the Mason Hotel is one of 
the largest in the world. 


The Turner Turnpike. Tulsa 
spells oil; from this point to Okla- 
homa City, you begin to see oil 
derricks. Just west of Tulsa, 66 is 
paralleled by the Turner Turn- 
pike, 90 miles of new four-lane toll 
road. You can stay on 66 and trav- 
el toll-free, or, for $1.40, see what 
it’s like to travel 90 miles without a 
single stop. Without exceeding the 
speed limit, you can reach the out- 
skirts of Oklahoma City in an hour 
and a half. 


Oklahoma City. If you haven’t 
had a chance to see an oil well up 
close, at the intersection of 66 and 
U.S. 77, detour a mile south on 77 
to the state-capitol grounds. They 
are pumping oil right on the 
grounds; there’s even a well under- 
neath the building. Route 66 across 
Oklahoma doesn’t give you a fair 
picture of the state; the farmland 
is richer and the country more 
scenic a few miles north and south 
of the road. But as soon as you 
leave Oklahoma City behind, you 
can almost feel the West begin; 
you're out in cattle country, 
“where the wind comes sweeping 
cross the plain.” 


The Texas Panhandle. Texas, 
no doubt about it, is big, but 66 
cuts across the slim panhandle 
where you get the job done in 193 
miles—and 77 miles of that is on 
four-lane highway. 


Tucumcari, New Mexico. Any- 
body in town can tell you the leg- 
end of Mt. Tucumcari and where 
to find the Elk Drug Store. As Will 
Rogers once said, “It’s nice to meet 
a man once in a while that don’t 
try to sell you anything.”” Herman 
Moncus won’t sell you any of the 
9,000 valuable relics of the Old 
West he has on display in his store, 
but he’s glad to tell you where and 
how he found them. He’ll also tell 
you about the Model-T days on 66, 
when one trip he took from Flag- 
staff to Tucumcari took 3 weeks. 


Old Santa Fe. Clines Corners lies 
100 miles west of Tucumcari at the 
Junction of U. S. 285. You can take 
this cutoff to Santa Fe, or continue 
on to Albuquerque, and drive up 
to Santa Fe on U. S. 85. Santa Fe 
is the capital of New Mexico and 
the oldest seat of government in the 
United States.

Albuquerque. Don’t underesti- 
mate the sight-seeing possibilities 
in and around this modern city: 
the University of New Mexico 
campus, Sandia Rim Drive, Old 
Town Plaza (just off Route 66 as 
you head west) where some of the 
early buildings are preserved. 


Deep in Navajoland. From Al- 
buquerque to Gallup, you see the 
roadside stands of Navajos ped- 
dling the pottery and woven rugs 
made in the pueblos. Tune your 
car radio to Gallup, and you’ll 
hear Navajo music and Navajo 
commercials. The Inter-Tribal In- 
dian Ceremonial is held every year 
at Gallup about the middle of 
August. Indians from 35 different 
tribes participate. This is no mere 
tourist come-on; it’s something you 
shouldn’t miss if you’re traveling 
Route 66 in mid-August. 


The Painted Desert. Just before 
you reach Holbrook, the Painted 
Desert and the Petrified Forest 
come down to the highway and do 
their own advertising. When you 
learn how long it took to turn those 
trees to stone, you’ll wonder about 
people who speed by, unwilling to 
spend five minutes learning about 
the world in which we live. 


Oak Creek Canyon. From Flag- 
staff, you can: (1) turn north on 
U. S. 89 to Cameron and the 
Grand Canyon, (2) continue west 
on U. S. 66 and make the Canyon 
trip out of Williams on State 64, or 
(3) you can take the rewarding 
side trip to Oak Creek Canyon and 
Jerome via Alternate U. S. 89. 
Sedona, in the heart of this beauti- 
ful canyon, is often used as head- 
quarters for movie companies on 
location. On this side trip, you will 
pass the road to Montezuma Castle 
National Monument, and, near 
Clarkdale, Tuzigoot. At these pre- 
historic Indian villages, rangers 
will give you an idea of what went 
on here about 800 years ago. Je- 
rome is the West’s newest ghost 
town.

mine ran out in 1953—that when 
you see its fairly modern buildings 
sprawled on the side of Mingus 
Mountain, you won’t believe it’s 
deserted. But walk its silent streets 
at midday and hear your footsteps 
echoing from the empty store 
fronts, and you’ll catch the mood 
of the place. Return north on U. S. 
89—at the junction outside Pres- 
cott—to U. S. 66. Return to Wil- 
liams for Arizona 64 and the Grand 
Canyon. 


The Grand Canyon. Arizona 64 
leads directly to Grand Canyon 
Village, with its hotel, lodge, cab- 
ins, and wonderful campground. 
Drive west to Hermit’s Rest, stop- 
ping at Hopi and Mohave Point. 
Return and take the East Rim 
drive as far as Navajo Point. Re- 
turn to Flagstaff via Cameron, or 
to U. S. 66 at Williams. 


Hoover Dam. At Kingman, U. S. 
93 branches off northwestward to 
Hoover Dam and Las Vegas. This 
is such a favorite side trip with 
tourists that it is almost considered 
alternate U. S. 66. You’ll want to 
spend time at the dam for an ele- 
vator trip down into its inner 
workings and perhaps take a dip in 
Lake Mead, the man-made lake 
that stretches for miles above the 
dam. When you climb from the 
sweltering midsummer tempera- 
tures at the dam to the oasis that is 
Boulder City, you won’t need urg- 
ing to rest awhile in its tree-shaded, 
breeze-swept city park before con- 
tinuing on to Las Vegas. Travel is 
never so broadening as when you 
catch the expression on the faces of 
those crowded around the gaming 
tables in the gambling resorts; you 
don’t have to pay—or play— for 
this education. . 


The Mojave Desert. U. S. 91 
from Las Vegas to Barstow, Cali- 
fornia—where you rejoin U. S. 66 
and continue on to Victorville— 
cuts across the great Mojave Des- 
ert. It is something to be reckoned 
with in midsummer; if you can’t 
stand intense heat, better plan your 
driving accordingly.

objectionable books were burned, 
banned, or boycotted. In several 
cities, local legislation was enacted 
to prohibit the sale of comic books. 


Publishers suffered 


As a result of this grass-roots re- 
bellion against offensive comic 
books, even the ethical publishers 
started to suffer. Circulations 
dipped. It was paradoxical that 
while parents would allow their 
children to enjoy the six-shooting 
adventures of Hopalong Cassidy on 
the TV screen, following his ex- 
ploits in a comic magazine was 
verboten. The crusade against the 
bad comics had caused thousands 
of parents to indict the harmless 
ones. All the publishers were de- 
picted as “monsters,” despite the 
fact that the majority of them are 
responsible citizens. 

A special joint legislative com- 
mittee appointed by New York 
State to investigate comics publica- 
tions summed it up this way: “The 
entire industry is condemned be- 
cause of the objectionable comic 
books that are published, and pub- 
lic reaction and feeling are not 
confined to the individual offend- 
ers. . . . The Committee therefore 
recommends that the comic-book 
industry itself, under the leader- 
ship of the largest producers, take 
immediate steps to organize an ef- 
fective, all-inclusive, self-regulatory 
association with an independent 
administrator without industry 
connections acting as the review 
agency.” 

Realizing that this was the hand- 
writing on the wall, and that the 
industry’s second chance for sur- 
vival was to establish a voluntary 
system of self-censorship analogous 
to Hollywood’s “‘Breen Office,”’ the 
majority of the publishers went into 
action in less time than it takes 
Superman to fly around the world. 

In what has since turned out to 
be the industry’s most historic 
meeting, 24 of the field’s publishers, 
responsible among them for 338 
different magazines, gathered to- 
gether one afternoon last Septem- 
ber to form an organization known 
as the Comic Magazine Associa- 
tion of America. Also recruited as 
members were representatives of 7 
distributing companies, 6 printing 
firms, and 5 engraving companies. 
By a unanimous vote, all the mem- 
bers agreed to appoint a comics 
“czar” to police the industry. They 
further agreed that they would not 
publish, print, illustrate, or distrib- 
ute any comics material not bear- 
ing the czar’s seal of approval. Vio- 
lation of this agreement would call 
for expulsion from the association. 

Dell Publishing Company, the 
nation’s largest sirigle comics-book 
publisher, did not join the associa- 
tion. Dell maintains that its own 
high standards eliminate objection- 
able material. As this goes to press, 
it is reported that Classics Illus- 
trated and Entertaining Comics 
have also refused to join. Parents 
who wish ratings of these holdouts 
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—and all other comic books for 
that matter—can obtain them 
writing the Cincinnati Committee 
on the Evaluation of Comic 

Box 1486, Cincinnati, Ohio. Rat. 
ing sheets are supplied at 5 cent 
each, or $16 per thousand. 


Murphy appointed head 

Next step for the Comic 
zine Association was to find the 
“czar” best qualified to fill the 
stormiest job in modern publishing 
history. After screening more than 
a dozen good men, they selected 
tall and big-framed, 44-year-old 
Charles F. Murphy, popular New 
York City magistrate originally ap. 
pointed by the late, incorruptible 
Fiorello La Guardia. 

Judge Murphy’s record speaks 
for itself. During the past five years, 
he has organized many projects te 
combat and reduce juvenile delin. 
quency. In 1951, alarmed by the 
increase in the number of teen. 
agers appearing before his bench, 
he called a conference of hi 
school principals and other educa- 
tors, out of which came a series of 
projects to combat juvenile delin. 
quency in New York City. Judge 
Murphy is also founder and pres- 
dent of Teen Plan, Inc., a private 
organization devoted to helping 
teen-agers find suitable careers, 


‘Comics need face lifting” 


“Gentlemen,” this mild-man- 
nered Irishman told the assembled 
publishers, “the comics need a 
face lifting. It is not enough that 
horror and sex must be outlawed 
from your pages. If we’re to begin 
Operation Clean-Up, let’s go all 
out. From cover to cover, we must 
eliminate any nuances that may 
tend to violate the standards of 
good taste. For example, we must 
discourage bad grammar. I’m 
against stereotyped characteriza- 
tions which tend to portray Italians 
as organ-grinders, Jews as pawn 
shop owners, Greeks as restaurant 
owners, and Negroes as 
We must work out a code of do's 
and don’ts with teeth, steel-sharp 


teeth, in it. And you must grant me — 
carte blanche authority to administer | 
this code in respect to everything | 


that goes into your publications, 
from a cover to a caption. Unles 
you promise me this privilege— 
with no strings attached—you'll 
have to get yourself another boy!” 

In the end, the inevitable grum 
blings gave way to unanimous con 
cession, and Operation Clean-Up 
bulldozed its way through in the 
form of a code closely pat 
after the standards established by 
the motion-picture, radio, and tele 
vision industries.

1. Crimes shall never be pre- 
sented in such a way as to create 
sympathy for the criminal, to pro- 
mote distrust of the forces of law 
and justice, or to inspire others 
with a desire to imitate criminals. 

2. No comics shall explicitly pre- 
sent the unique details and meth- 
ods of a crime. 

3. Criminals shall not be pre- 
sented so as to be rendered glamor- 
ous or to occupy a position that 
creates a desire for emulation. 

4, Scenes of excessive violence 
shall be prohibited. Scenes of bru- 
tal torture, excessive and unneces- 
sary knife- and gunplay, physical 
agony, gory and gruesome crime 
shall be eliminated. 

5. Policemen, judges, govern- 
ment officials, and respected insti- 
tutions shall never be presented in 
such a way as to create disrespect 
for established authority. 

6. No unique or unusual meth- 
ods of concealing weapons shall be 
shown. 

7. Scenes dealing with or subject 
matter associated with walking 
dead, torture, vampires, ghouls, 
cannibalism, and werewolfism are 
prohibited. 

8. Ridicule or attack on any re- 
ligious or on any racial group is 
never permissible. 

9. Profanity, obscenity, smut, 
vulgarity, or words or symbols that 
have acquired undesirable mean- 
ings are forbidden. 

10. Any references to physical 
afflictions or deformities shall be 
avoided. 

11. Respect for parents, the mor- 
al code, and for honorable behavior 
shall be fostered. 

12. The treatment of love-ro- 
mance stories shall emphasize the 
value of the home and the sanctity 
of marriage. Divorce shall not be 
treated humorously nor represent- 
ed as desirable. Illicit sex relations 
are neither to be hinted at nor 
portrayed. 


Advertisements screened 


The code also cracks down on 
the objectionable advertisements 
that used to seep into some of the 
comic books. Inspect this month’s 
crop of seal-approved comics, and 
you will find that the big purge has 
eliminated ads featuring the sale of 
switch-blade knives, realistic guns, 
and other dangerous weapons. The 
code also prohibits liquor and to- 
bacco advertising, ads offering 
fireworks, ads dealing with the sale 
of gambling equipment. 

Under the strict provisions of the 
code, sex ads are doomed to take a 
permanent holiday from the pages 
of comic books. The sale of “sex 
instruction” books, picture post 
cards, “pin-ups,” “art studies,” or 
any other reproduction of nude or 
seminude figures is prohibited. 
Also taboo are advertisements of 
medical, health, or toiletry prod- 
ucts not endorsed by the American 
Medical Association or the Ameri- 
can Dental Association.

holes not covered by the code, 
Judge Murphy asked for—and was 
granted—the inclusion of a final, 
“catchall” clause, to wit: 

“All elements or techniques not 
specifically mentioned herein, but 
which are contrary to the spirit 
and intent of the code, and are con- 
sidered violations of good taste or 
decency, shall be prohibited.” 


Code distributed 


Thousands of copies of the code 
were printed and distributed to 
every editor, writer, artist, and 
production man in the business. 
Released to civic groups, law-en- 
forcement agencies, and church 
groups, the code drew unprece- 
dented acclaim. Among the nu- 
merous organizations that went on 
record as endorsing the industry’s 
self-regulation program were the 
Boy Scouts of America, the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians and 
Jews, the American Legion, the 
Police Athletic League, and the 
St. Louis Council of Parent-Teach- 
er Associations. 

“This tremendous public re- 
sponse to the announcement of our 
program holds out great hope for 
our future activities,” stated John 
L. Goldwater, president of the 
Comics Magazine Association. 
“Our next major task is to show 
the nation that we really mean 
business—that the comics-maga- 
zine industry has fully accepted its 
responsibility to the parents and 
youth of America. We are confi- 
dent that, with Judge Murphy’s 
guidance and the complete coop- 
eration of our industry, we can ful- 
fill that responsibility.” 

How grimly the new association 
meant business is illustrated by the 
immediate casualties suffered by 
some of its members the day after 
the code went into effect, October 
26, 1954. Because one section of the 
code stipulated that no comic mag- 
azine shall use the words horror or 
terror in its title, at one fell swoop 
33 of this objectionable variety 
simply ceased to exist. Also victims 
of the Murphy massacre were 
thousands of dollars worth of scripts 
and drawings in publishers’ in- 
ventories which had to be scrapped 
because of nonconformance with 
the new regulations. 

Due to the exigencies of publica- 
tion, it was agreed that March, 
1955, would be the target date for 
comic books with the “new look.” 
There were frantic last-minute de- 
letions, rewrites, and _ revisions. 
Bosomy heroines underwent a 
process that came to be known as 
**Dior-izing.” 


Five reviewers hired 


To handle the tidal flow of ma- 
terial submitted for approval to his 
office, Judge Murphy hired a staff 
of five female reviewers, all of them 
with college backgrounds and other 
qualifications pertinent to this 
specialized chore. Joan T. Nourse, 
for example, holds a Ph.D. degree, 
was formerly a member of the 
English Department of Hunter 
College, and is known for her lec- 
tures on morality. Dena Reed for 
12 years served as assistant editor 
in the story department of Metro- 
Goldwyn-Mayer. Sue Flynn put in 
a 10-year stint with the U. S. In-

Black aphids are sucking on your nasturtiums. They will sap the plants 
of their strength, causing fewer blossoms. Since the black aphids are under- 
neath the leaves, poison must be directed up underneath plants to reach 
them. The poison should touch their bodies. Use nicotine sulfate, rotenone, 
or a multipurpose spray at 3- or 4-day intervals until the plants are clean

We don’t know what to do with 
our dog. We have tried to be strict, 
wp train him to behave, we have fol- 
lowed training instructions in a 
couple of dog books, but he still does 
eervthing a dog should not. He 
harks constantly if he is in the vard, 
he chases cars. also boys on bicycles. 
and he will not come when called. If 
we try to punish him, he snaps at us. 
Perhaps we have done something 
wrong. but don’t know what. Could 
you advise? —Mrs. M. J., Colorado. 

The majority of puppies make 
satisfactory pets, and most bad 
traits that develop are usually a 
result of poor training. In extreme 
instances, however, there are a few 
inherited traits that are very diffi- 
cult to correct. There is recognized 
in children a trait of mental re- 
tardation, and this is also found in 
dogs. If dogs, like some people, are 
born deficient, their mental ca- 
pacities cannot be restored. Akin to 
this is the exceedingly shy dog, the 
neurotic dog, and the habitual 
biter. If these mental deficiencies 
are suspected, get an authoritative 
opinion regarding the dog. And if 
you do find that you have a men- 
tally deficient dog, accept the de- 
cision of your consultant and get 
rid of the undesirable pet immedi- 
ately before family attachment is 
too strong. The world is full of 
good, lovable dogs, and it is a 
grave error for a family to allow it- 
self to be harnessed to a dog with 
undesirable traits. 


I have + age kitten. How often 
does a cat have kittens. and when is 
the best time to have her spayed?

A cat can have kittens two or 
three times a year. She can be 
spayed at any time, preferably 
around 6 months of age. 


My collie is frightened by people.

Is there anything that we can do to 
make a good watchdog of her? 
Mrs. E. W. R.. New York. 

Being scared and shy are traits 
seen in some dogs. This is usually a 
hereditary characteristic and is a 
difficult one to change. Patience 
and kindness are needed, but you 
will find that many shy dogs never 
gain confidence. 


I read that addition of salt to the 
water helps plant life in an aquari- 
um. Is this true?—Mr. J. J. O., 
Ohio. 

Adding salt is dangerous. All 
natural water contains salt, which 
18 necessary to plant and fish life, 
but this is present in minute quan- 
utes. Reckless addition of other 
salts could bring disaster to both 
plants and fish.

Scale. Inspect the bark of 
stunted or wilted canes for 
oyster-shell scales. 

They resemble tiny oyster- 
shells. Under each scale is an 
insect which sucks out the 
vital plant juices. 

In severe cases, scale al- 
most completely covers bark 
and can kill the entire bush. 


Use a dormant spray of mis- 
cible oil to suffocate insects in 
their shells in winter. 

During the growing season, 
you can check spread of scale 
with nicotine sulfate until an 
oil spray can be used. 

Or, brush miscible oil on 
trunks in summer, being care- 
ful not to get oil on leaves. 


Borers. Check for lilac bor- 
ers from early May to July. 

If you note wilted foliage, 
look around base of canes for 
sawdustlike frass dropped by 
borer at work. 

Insects hatch near base of 
shrub, bore into canes as they 
feed. They grow an inch long, 
are white with brown heads. 


Squirt few drops of carbon 
disulphide into borer holes if 
you find only a few. 

Chemical’s fumes will kill 
insects in their tunnels. 

Cut out badly riddled canes 
at ground level, and burn 
them immediately. 

Old oilcan is a convenient 
carbon-disulphide dispenser. 


Plug borer holes with gum, 
clay, or putty after applying 
carbon disulphide, to keep 
fumes in tunnels. Vigorous 
shrub will heal itself quickly. 

For bad infestations, you 
can save your lilacs by spray- 
ing with DDT 3 times, at 2- 
week intervals. Begin spray- 
ing first part of May.

multiplier and his opponent’s card. 

For example, Linda and I agree 
that the multiplier will be 3. Then 
we each turn up a card. Suppose 
she turns up a 5 and I turn up an 8. 
She has the lowest card, so she 
must multiply 3 x 8 and give the 
correct answer of 24 in order to 
score a point. 

For practice in division, the same 
general scheme is used. But here, 
the use of “‘teen’? cards makes the 
game more fun. 

As an example, suppose that 
Linda and I agree that the divisor 
is to be 3 and she turns up a black 
5 and I turn up a red 7. Since she 
turned up the lowest number, she 
has’ the opportunity to try for a 
point using the divisor 3. 

Remembering that the red 7 i 
17, she must say, “Three goes into 
17 five times and remainder 2” in 
order to score a point. 


Adjust rules to your child 


Now that you understand the 
basic idea of the game, you can 
make your own rules to keep up 
with your child’s progress in arith- 
metic problems.

formation Agency, worked on the 
Voice of America broadcasts. Mrs. 
Esther L. Moscow is the mother of 
two girls, an ex-librarian, and 
served 7 years in the office of New 
York’s mayor.

Attorney—that’s a comic 
book based on the TV program 
with the same name.”

Ill 
suggest that the editor have the 
scene redrawn so that the knockout 
is accomplished with an uppercut.”

Issues microfilmed 


Outside of this minor infraction, 
Mr. District Attorney received a 
clean billof health. ““We can’t O.K. 
the entire issue. however, until this 
change is made,’ Miss Flynn ex- 
plained. She led me over to a mi- 
crofilm camera in another office. 
“After a complete issue is approved, 
every one of the 32 pages is photo- 
graphed on microfilm. Later, when 
the issue comes off the press, we 
will compare the published copy 
with our microfilm record to see 
whether any unauthorized substi- 
tutions were made on any of the 
pages after they left our office.”’ 

Later, in Judge Murphy’s office, 
I found him in a hassle with an 
editor. The controversy involved a 
story based on the classic, Treasure 
Island. Several scenes in the comic

“I won't pass this sequence,” 
said the judge. “‘It’s too violent.” 

“But we’re sticking to the actual

that’s no defense. There’s a great 
deal of material in the classics 
and even in fairy tales—that we 
won’t allow. In Hansel and Gretel,

the witch gets stuffed into a blazing 
oven. That’s a gruesome picture, 
any way you look at it.” 

Although it is physically impos- 
sible for Murphy to review all the 
stories himself, he screens a great 
proportion of them personally. He 
has a great trust in the judgment of 
his staff members and holds meet- 
ings with them at least once daily 
to discuss all borderline cases. 

Despite this gimleteyed vigi- 
lance, Judge Murphy is realistic 
enough to admit that, in the be- 
ginning. his office will make mis- 
takes. And, because the industry is 
still the most vulnerable sitting 
duck in the communications field, 
he knows that each blooper will 
serve as an arsenal of ammunition 
for the anticomic snipers. 

“I’m not offering the familiar 
‘we're only human’ excuse to alibi 
any early imperfections,” says the 
judge. ‘Some will be due to honest 
errors of judgment. For example, a 
battle sequence involving cowboys 
and Indians may be considered by 
some as excessively violent. On the 
other hand, slam-bang action of 
this sort has been considered tradi- 
tional entertainment fare for small 
fry ever since the Buffalo Bill dime 
novels of years ago. It’s all in the 
way it’s presented. When you real- 
ize that we must pass on more than 
57,000 panels of illustrative matter 
a month, sometimes the thin line 
that separates such a scene from the 
boundary of acceptable action to 
the area of ‘excessive violence’ is 
seen out of focus. . . .” 

Most encouraging, Judge Mur- 
phy reports a healthy trend of co- 
operation from the publishers. 
They have found he means busi- 
ness and have conditioned them- 
selves to realize that undiluted 
respect for his principles will mean 
good business for them. And now 
that Operation Clean-Up has be- 
come a fait accompli, they agree 
that it’s the best thing that ever hit 
the industry. 

In the final analysis, however, it 
will be the public who will have to 
determine whether the new code is 
curing or camouflaging the cancer 
spots in the comic books. Conscien- 
tious parents should inspect the 
seal-approved books brought home 
by their youngsters and judge con- 
tents in respect to their own in- 
stinctive standards of good taste. 
Judge Murphy urges parents to go 
even further—to write him for a free 
copy of the new Comics Code so that 
they might study its rules and reg- 
ulations and see whether they are 
being enforced in the magazines 
that bear his seal of approval. 
(Send request on post card to: 
Comics Code Authority, 41 E. 42nd 
St., New York City, New York.) 

As Judge Murphy sums it up: 
“A lot of people call me a czar. 
The only czar I know is my con- 
science. If I can always satisfy it, I 
know I’m doing my job. Mean- 
while, it will be up to the public to 
serve as a literal ‘panel jury’ and 
decide whether or not I can earn 
their vote of confidence.”

be making your fence wobble and sag. If 


the post’s still solid at top, try this cure 


Cut supports, approximate width of weak post, about a yard 
long. Saw tips to slant toward post so stake pushes inward as you 
drive it down. Drive several nails into top half of one support. 

Set flat against post; drive down halfway. Use crowbar or some 
other strong lever to pry post up to right height. Have someone 
hold lever while you hammer nails through support into post. 


With post supported at the 
right level, drive second sup- 
port down even with the first. 
Nail to the post. 

Saw tops off at slant. This 
sheds moisture, gives job fin- 
ished look. Paint all scarred 


spots and new wood.
